CHICAGO, May 26.—The Bur- 
lington’s streamlined train Zephyr 
arrived in Chicago tonight after a 
non-stop, record-breaking run of 
1015 miles from Denver. at an aver- 
age speed of 77.5 miles an hour... 

The Zephyr flashed through a 
finish wire strung across Halsted 
street at Sixteenth street at 7:09 
o'clock, its total elapsed time being 
13 hours and 5 minutes. From Hal- 
sted street it proceeded to the 
World's Fair grounds, gliding to its 
place in the Travel and Transport 
Building as a crowd of 100,000 
looked on. 

The train reached a top speed of 
112.5 miles an hour on a three-mile 
run in Eastern Colorado, shortly 
after its start, and at one time 
maintained an average of 90 miles 
an hour over a 9$3.6-mile course. 
This bettered the 109 miles an hour 
made by the Zephyr in a previous 
run. It failed, however, to beat 
the speed/record made over a 48 
mile run in 1904 by the Philadelphia

Church of Nice. Across the oak- 
en casket were the flags of the 
United States and France. Be- 
hind the rectors hung flags of the 
United States, France, Belgium and 
Great Britain. 

At the end of the service the 
casket was placed on the steps of 
the church. Mrs. Whitlock was 
seated in a chair beside it. Eulo- 
gies were spoken by Gaston de Le- 
val, who had worked with Whitlock 
in the World War to save Edith 
Cavell, the English nurse, from 
execution by a German firing 
squad, and M. Testel, who repre- 
sented the French Legion of Hon- 
or. De Leval’s discourse was brok- 
en by sobs. Whitlock had been his 
friend for 20 years. 

Mrs. Whitlock went alone to the 
cemetery in the car of Edouard 
Bret, a close friend of the late Am- 
bassador.

HOUSE WAL EARMARK 
HUGE RECOVERY FUND 


Leaders Work. With Douglas on 
Specific Amounts for Certain 
Kinds of Expenditures. 


By the’ Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—Yield- 
ing to pressure of members, House 
leaders are insisting on limiting the 
powers:.President Roosevelt may 
exercise in spending the $1,322,000,-. 
000 he asked for recovery. 

When the President asked Con- 


gress in a special message to ap- 
propriate this amount, he sent along 
a bill for introduction. It made no 
definite allocations, simply pro- 


viding that expenaitures for vari- 
ous purposes shovid not exceed 
stipulated amounts. 

Chairman Buchanan (Dem.), Tex- 
as, of the House Appropriations 
Committee, didn’t introduce that 
bill. Instead, he called-his commit- 
tee into session and the bill will 
not be submitted to the House until 
the committee approves it. 

Byrns of Tennessee, Democratic 
floor leader, and Buchanan, have 
been trying to work out with Lewis 
W. Douglas, the budget director. An 
agreement on the bill that will meet 
the demand of House members for 
a definite ear-marking of the 
money. 

“I told. them,” Byrns said, “that 
at least the money for roads and 
public buildings ought to be ear- 
marked.” 

His suggestion was that the bill 
should require the expenditure of 
$100,000,000 for roads and around 
$35,000,000 for Federal buildings in 
the next fiscal year. That was tak- 
en under consideration by , Doug- 
las.

ROME, May 26.—Premier Musso- 
lini today bared Italy’s fiscal and 
economic difficulties to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, calling for new 
sacrifices by the people, and then, 


citing the world’s danger spots, 
concluded : 

“War is. for man what mother- 
hood is for won I do not be- 


lieve in perpetua}] peace, which is 
depressing to the fundamental vir- 
tues of mankind, If a tragic sit- 
uation should arise, the Italian peo- 
ple will face events With calm dis- 
cipline and a strong. will.” 

The Premier's words were re- 
ceived with loud applause by the 
deputies. He told them: 

“Prior to solving the economic 
crisis, there are points of friction 
under the political surface that are 
growing worse and must be eased.” 

Points of Conflict. 

These points, the Premier said, 
are the Saar territory, scheduled 
to decide in a plebiscite next year 
whether to return to Germany, be- 
come a part of France, or remain 
under League of Nations admin- 
istration; the Danube valiey, 
where France and Italy are mak- 
ing strong bids for allies; the Far 
East, and the stalemated disarma- 
ment situation. 

The Premier announced that be- 
fore 1940 he would seek an $85,000, 
000 appropriation for rebuilding 
Italy's air fleet, and another $85,- 
900,000 for building passenger 
liners. 

$340,000,000 Budget Deficit. 

The greater part of his two-hour 
address, the Premier devoted to a 
summary of Italy’s economic posi- 
tion. He said: 

“The cut in the salary of State 
employes was inevitable, although 
I have always tried to increase 
their pay. The last cut did not 
touch 250,000 in the lower pay 
bracket. War pensions were also 
untouched. They are a holy debt, 
though the total is colossal. 

“Since 1928, I have renounced all 

my salaries.” 

He said the State deficit in the 
present budget is $340,000,000 and 
that during the world crisis and 
since 1914, Italy has been indebted 
$6;445,000,000. He declared, “The 
State cannot resort to new taxes. 
Otherwise, it will find the taxpayer 
dead.” He estimated the adverse 
trade balance at the end of the 
year will ‘be $255,000,000. He con- 
tinued, “We must reduce produc- 
tion costs and, if necessary, cut 
the workmen’s pay in order to in- 
sure more work.” 

Mussolini said Italy will remain 
on the gold standard and keep 
aloof from “the fight between the 
pound and dollar,” in which, he 
said, “the Japanese yen has in-

HOPE TO BEAT OLD 
RECORD 500 MILES 


Plan to Reach Point Near 
San Francisco or San Di- 
ego in 65 Hours and Win 
Prize of $32,500.

LE BOURGET, France, May 27. 
(Sunday)—Lieutenants Paul Codos 
and Maurice Rossi, in their world 
record non-stop distance plane, 
soared into the sky at 4:10 a. m. to- 
day (10:10 St. Louis time), and 
headed for California, 6100 miles 
away, seeking new non-stop laurels. 

Their silvery monoplane, the 
Joseph Lebrix, laden with 2000 gal- 
lons of fuel, took the air from a 
mile-long runway, circled the air- 
port and départed on the danger- 
ous westward Atlantic journey in 

an effort to break its own non-stop 
saaaan of miles. This record 
was made in August, 1933, when 
Codos and Rossi flew from Floyd 
Bennett Field, New York, to Ray- 


? ak, Syria, in 56 hours and 12 min- 


utes. 

The promise of ideal weather 
over the sea was borne out by a 
gently-breaking dawn, lending con- 
fidence to the aviators that they 
would reach the west coast-of the 
United States in 65 hours. 

“ae Far As We Can Go.” 

“We don't know just where we 
will land,” said Rossi, when the 
sudden decision was made yester- 
day, to start today, “but we hope 
it will be somewhere on the Pa- 
cific Coast between San Francisco 
and San Diego.” 

Rossi and Codos had wavered 
between Rio de Janeiro and Cali- 
fornia as the goal of their hop, but 
weather reports gave the decision 
to California, toward which the 
flyers are heading by ‘way of New 
York. 

The nine-ton veteran of last 
year’s record flight from New 
York to Syria rose slowly and 
steadily after. bumping dangerous- 
ly with her heavy load over rough 
ground. The Joseph Lebrix used 
nearly all of the 5000 feet of the 
runway. The plane flew low into 
the east before turning westward. 
The plane has a cruising radius 
estimated at 6500 miles in 70 hours’ 
flight. 

“We are going as far as we can,” 
said Rossi, as he climbed into the 
cabin just before the takeoff. 

The flyers carried a hamper of 
sandwiches, fruit, bottles of emcee 
offee

The dust storm was a new phe- 
nomenon for the East, reports the 
Foreat. Service, but is becoming an 
alarmingly frequent occurrence in 
the Midwest. For several years in 
the Great Piains region reports of 
wheat crops. blown out of the 
ground have been coming in, de- 
spite the, fact that .wind velocities, 
as recorded by the Weather Bursa, 
have not. increased. 

“This is, the way ‘deserts, start,” 
declares , EL A. Sherman,: associate 
forester :of the Forest Service. “Ex 
cessive grazing, which destroys the 
protective vegetation cover and per- 
mits the ground to be trampled 
into dust, and the plowing up of; 
naturally well sodded grazing lands 
for grain crops, makes it easy for 
the wind to whip away the dry soil 
and develop into a destructivé dust 
storm. Wind erosion on the plains is 
like water erosion in states farther 
east in its power to destfoy rich 
land in a few years and to trans- 
form broad stretches of country 
into devastated bad lands.”

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Recognition of American 
Federation of Labor Main - 
Issue in Toledo Strike 


Company Admits Right of Men to Organize 
But Won’t Sign Union Contract—Civil 
Authority Weakened, Mayor Says. 


By SPENCER R. McCULLOCH.

Post-Dispatch. 

TOLEDO, O., May 26.—Back of 
the grave disorders here marking 
the controversy between the Elec- 


tric Auto-Lite Co., maker of light- 
ing and starting systems for many 
automobile concerns, and the re- 
cently organized United Automotive 
Federal Workers’ Union, lies the 
question of the “recognition” of the 
American Federation of Labor, a 
problem which has drawn the na- 
tional automobile industry into 
controversy with NRA authorities. 

Other economie and political fac- 
tors affect the situation but the 
paramount issue which makes. ar- 
bitration difficult is the refusal of 
the company to sign a contract with 
a union which they regard as mo- 
tivated by the American Federation 
of Labor. 

In a word, the union leaders in- 
terpret the so-called provision for 
collective bargaining in the famous 
Section 7 (A) of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act to obligate 
employers to deal with any union 
of the.employes’ selection for the 
settlement of wage controversies. 
The employer in this case inter 
prets collective bargaining to mean 
only that the employer shall deal 
with his own employes who may be 
selected by their fellows. But back 
of this conflict of interpretation is 
the issue of “open” or “closed” 
shop. The company fears that the 
eventuai result of dealing with a 
union affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor would be a 
“closed” shop, closed, that is, to all 
workers except members 2f an A. 
FP. of lL. union, and that this situa- 
tion in turn would result in the 
selection of employes by union of- 
ficers instead of by the employer. 
The Company’s Position. 


J. A. Minch, vice-president of the 
company, which furnishes neces- 
sary equipment to 38 automotive 
concerns; told this writer today that 
his concern could not afford to deal 
formally with an organization 
which reflects “the American Fed- 
eration of Labor attitude of <at- 
tempting to force recognition on 
the automotive industry.” . 
Minch, whose $20,000,000 concern 
holds contracts with the Studebak- 
er, Hupp, Nash, H n-Essex and 
other motor car narrat- 
ed the history of the relationships 
with his company and the NRA, as-

While the basic 
demand for recognition of the 
union is unchanged, the original 
proposal of the untn for a closed 
shop has been withdrawn and a 
20 per cent wage increase has been 
reduced to a request for 10 per 
cent, Preference on the employ- 
ment rules based on length of ser 
vice with the company prior to the 
strike is insisted on also. 

While NRA mediators attempt to 
obtain the consent of the company 
and strikers to agree to submit 
their differences to the Detroit Au- 
tomobile Labor Board, which is the 
extent of their’ authority, disorders 
continue and‘ civie representatives 
of all factions admit that civil au- 
thority has been greatly weakened 
because of the lack of enforcement 
provisions in the NRA codes. 

Judge Roy R. Stuart, of the 
Court of Common Pleas, whose 
anti-picketing injunctions have been 
consistently Violated, said today he 
had reached the conclusion that 
many workmen “feel that the 
courts are part of a capitalistie sys- 
tem and sense that the NRA medi- 
ators lack enforcement authority.” 

Since the inception of the codes, 
the Judge said, he has been unable 
to “observe that respect for law 
and order has been enhanced.” 

Problems of the Court. 

With more than 60 violators of 
injunctions before him for con- 
tempt of court, many of his obse:- 
vations fesponded to by the “boos” 
of courtroom crowds, the judge, it 
was learned, is faced with the pos- 
sibility of a courthouse riot should 
he impose sentences. Mayor Kolots 
said he regarded the NRA as “es- 
sentially an industrial honor sys- 
tem which works only so long as it 
is voluntarily lived up to.”

Genefal Strike Possibility. 


While numierous local unions of 
other industries have evidenced 
their willingness to join in a 
sympathy strike, tying up this 
city’s utilities and industries, such 
a strike would, in the regular course 
of events, have to have the ap- 
proval of the international organiza- 
tions of the various trade unions. 
In event of “mob hysteria,” which 
has continued for four days, such 
rules might be violated, Quinlivan 
said, although he was of the opin- 
ion the “old conservative union

WHOOPING COUGH EPIDEMIC 


epidemic 
which has caused 35 deaths this 
year is abating and the city should 
be virtually free of the disease by 
the middie of July, Dr. H. D. 
Chope, city epidemiologist, said 
yesterday. 

Because those infected may com- 
municate the disease from one to 
three weeks before it is diagnosed, 
whooping cough is difficult to con- 
trol, Dr. Chope explained. Warm

A Brake for the Board. 

“The power given to the Federal 
Reserve Board over margins puts 
in the hands of the board a brake 
which will enable it to check undue 
or excessive speculation and give 
it a firmer control over the use of 
bank credits and stock market 
transactions. It spells the end of 
the manipulator, juggler and pool 
operator. 

“The restrictions and require- 
ments imposed by the act upon 
brokers, dealers and corporations 
having listed stocks are in my 
opinion entirely. reasonable and 
readily workable. They should ex- 
perience no difficulty in adjusting 
themselves to these restrictions and 
requirements.” 

The ultimate phase of conference 
consideration was devoted to a dis- 
cussion of the measure’s tWo big 
controversies: The House bill called 
for administration by the Federal 
Trade Commission, the Senate for 
the special commission; the House 
bill’s margin restrictions were con- 
sidered stricter than those of the 
Senate. 


‘Both Houses Yield. 

The result was that the Senate 
conferees accepted the latter and 
the House managers approved the 
special commission.

45 Per Cent Figure Advisory. 
The 45 per cent minimum margin 
figure is purely advisory and the 
Reserve Board has complete power 
to fix whatever figures it deems 
advisable and to change them at 
will. It can, moreover, set differ- 
ing margin standards for different 
issues of stock to meet the argu- 
iment that when the more stable. 
steady securities are purchased, the 
margin posted need not be so high, 
It can issue varying regulations for 
the maintenance of margin ac- 
counts after the original. margin 
has been posted. . 

In most other respects, the bill 
becomes effective July 1, unless the 
commission shall not have been 
appointed by that time.

Action at Utica, N. Y., for Receiver-

mon stocks amounts to a grand to 
tal of over $829,000,000.” 

The latest suit was filed by Ros- 
coe Irwin of Albany and Maurice 
L. Serling of New York, attorneys 
reprasenting three stockholders, 
Edgar L. and Harriet A. Lewis and 
Joseph Capese,

asked for an order restraining the

soon be full grown. 
The drouth has not hurt the gar- 
dens, as they“ are easily sprinkled 
with hoses, The gardeners may not 
raise corn, mélons, pole beans or 
potatoes, as they take up too much 
room .for the 24 by 50-foot plots. 
Neither may they devote more than 
half the plot to one vegetable, as 
the supervisors desire them to have 
a balanced diet.

Most of the gardeners are unem- 
ployed and on relief roles, and the 
work not only provides them with 
fresh vegetables during the sum- 
mer, but gives them something to 
ocoupy their time.

Dr. Cadwell and his staff began 
a long series of experiments which 
ended successfully with the adop- 
tion of “tempered rubber” in Unit- 
ed States tires in 1931. 

As early. as 1929, however, Dr. 
Cadwell said to Dr. Temple: “The 
trend in cars is to more power and 
higher speeds, and that means fast- 
er tread wear. I want you to think 
as far beyond the present work as 
you can and see if it is possible to 
improve on the lines we have been 
following.” 

Dr. Temple was one of the 
chemists on Dr. Cadwell’s staff, who 
was connected from the beginning 
with the development of “tempered 
rubber.” He was familiar with lit- 
erally hundreds of variations on 
the original idea, with their weak- 
nesses and their advantages. 

So he chose the most promising 
and started in again, discarding 
the failures, ironing out difficul- 
ties, and consolidating the improve- 
ments. A new chemical, with par- 
ticular properties was needed. It 
was maée to order. Finally, in De- 
cember, 1933, with a background of 
millions of test miles on “the road, 
the new tread was fully proved 
and put into production.

stumbled to the end of the dullest 
week in nearly a decade, a week in 
which silver provided virtually the 
only enlightenment, but it failed to 
glow very cheeringly, as far as 
speculators were concerned. 

The stock market declined rather 
sharply early in the week, as Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s silver message 
failed to provide any further indi- 
cations of probable inflation than 
did the earlier outlines of the pro- 
gram. But the selling quickly dried 
up, and prices recovered gradually 
during the remainder of the week. 
The price average of 90 representa- 
tive issues finished at 77.5, a net loss 
for the period of only .5 of a point. 

The turnover in the stock ex- 
change for the week was only 3,- 
179,390 shares, or less than the av- 
erage turnover per day at this time 
a year ago. The previous week had 
seemed quiet enough to commission 
houses, with only 5,733,444 shares. 
Activity in bonds was better main- 
tained, with a volume for week of 
$54,973,000 par value, against $67,- 
560,000 a week previously, but the 
price trend in corporate issues kept 
to a slightly downward slant. The 
index of 60 representative issues 
ended the period at 85.8, a net loss 
of .4 of a point. 

The sluggishness of the markets 
reflected both the discouragement 
of speculators and the apathy of in- 
vestors. The restrained silver pro- 
gram provided notking that infla- 
tion-bent speculators could sink 
their teeth into, and professional 
traders wrapped themselves in 
gloom while the bill to regulate the 
securities act took final form in 

. conference committee. 

Stock Exchange Bill Progress. 

News at the end of the week 
that the final bill would probably 
provide for a separate commission 
to administer the act was mod- 
erately encouraging to part of the 
financial community, since Wall 
street proponents of that form of 
administration have taken it for 
granted that the personnel would 
include some persons who have had 
actual experience in the securities / 
business, and would therefore not 
impose “unworkable” regulations. 
But there was no general agree- 
ment on this point in Wall street, 
some circles expressing the view 
that the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, with its experience with the 
Securities Act, might be better 
qualified than a brand new com- 
mission. 

The indifference of investors 
geemed to be based largely on un- 
certainty over the business outlook 
between now and midsummer, 
when the trend is normally down- 
ward, and the fact that the situa- 
tion is made a little more obscure 
than usual at this time of year by 
the indications of intense labor 
unrest in some sectors, Steel] pro- 
duction declined a little more, and 
the cotton textile industry ob- 
tained NRA permission for a 25 
per cent production cut, but the 
decline in automobile production 
was checked, for the moment at 
least.

NEW YORL, May 26.—The

With Bobby Jones, who rode 
High Quest in the Preakness, han- 
dling the reins, Singing Wood, win- 
ner of the $100,000 Belmont Fu- 
turity as a two-year-old, came from 
off the pace to take command 
rounding the turn and drive to vic- 
tory. 

One and one-half lengths back 
at. the finish was another of the 
family’s colts; C. V. Whitney’s 
Roustabout, while another four 
lengths to the rear in‘third place 
trailed George D. Widener’s Chic- 
straw. Mrs. Payne Whitney’s First 


- Minstrel, dated with Chicstraw as 


the chief contenders in the race, 
bowed a tendon and finished sixth 
in the field of eight. 

The weather and track were far 
from ideal. The racing strip was 
muddy from rains of the last 36 
hours, while additional showers fell 
at frequent intervals during the 
afternoon. 

Despite the adverse elements, a 
crowd of 10,000 saw Singing Wood 
reel off the mile in the good time 
of 1:37 4-5, only two-fifths of a 
second slower than the record for 
the event hung up by the great 
Man O’ War in 1920. The victory 
was worth $16,000 and boosted his 
earnings to $104, ». His backers 
and they were numerous, received 
8 to 1. 

Ten originally were clated to 
start but Mrs. Sloane scratched 
Cavalcade, winner of the Kentucky 
Derby, and Joseph kL. Widener with- 
drew Peace Chance.

The Whitney family dominated 
the program, winning four of the 
six races. In addition to the 
Withers, Mrs. John Hay Whitney 
accounted for the Charles L. Ap- 
pleton Memorial Cup Steeplechase |, 
and its purse of $2900 with Rocky 
Run, an outsider.

MISS PERKINS IN DEBATE 
ON HOME BUILDING BILL 


With House Group Wisdom 
of People Going Into Debt 
Under Measure. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 26. — The 
wisdom of encouraging people to 
go into debt for home building and 
repairs was debated today by Sec- 


retary of Labor Perkins and several: 
members of the House Banking 
Committee. 

Miss Perkins urged the commit- 
tee to approve the administration 
housing bill as a necessary stimu- 
lant for the durable goods and con- 
struction industries. Six committee 
members immediately questioned 
the wisdom of encouraging indivi-| 
duals to contract new debts. Miss 
Perkins insisted her understanding 
was that “only those who af- 
ford to do it” would aaue’’ such 
obligations. 

Busby (Dem.), Mississippi, said: 
“I can see no hope for ultimate re- 
vival by this program; just more 
debt.” Others enlarged on the 
same idea. Representative Golds- 
borough (Dem.), Maryland, argued 
it would “simply add to the al- 
ready overloaded debt burden of 
the country.” He said there was 
a danger of “ a recurrence of the 
depression of 1929” under such a 
plan. Representative Cross (Dem.), 
Texas, agreed th Representative 
Luce ({Rep.), assachusetts, that 
the tendency of the bill would be 
to “incite” individuals, through the 
“lure of low interest rates,” to incur 


new debts. “Debt is a great incen- 
tive to trouble and revolution,” 
Cross said. 


“We have got to regard debt as 
more of an asset than we used to,” 
Miss Perkins replied. “Debt is an 
asset as long as you establish

RS. KATHERINE O’LAUGH- 

LIN McCARTHY, member of

The hammering resounds to the 
stratosphere all around the globe. 
There is no longer any pretense 
about it. It is done ostentatious- 
ly in order to reassure the public 
of each country that when catas- 
trophe comes-they will not be un- 
ready and unprotected. 

Does all this mean war? Let us 
examine the prospects and possi- 
bilities. 

In 1914 all this kind of feverish 
rivalry and preparation ended in 
war. On the other hand, few be- 
lieved that it would happen then 
—least of all the men who in each 
country ultimately signed the 
declarations of war. 

The Kaiser didn’t mean war or 
even believe that it was coming. 
He sailed for Norway on a plea- 
sure cruise after the crisis which 
ended in war had developed. His 
chief war lord was on a holiday. 
In Whitehall and Downing 
street the week before Austria ac- 
tually declared war no one con- 
templated the possibility of a Eu- 
ropean conflict. 


Today the prospect of another 
war is staple talk in every club in 
Europe. Some of the most astute 
men will offer you a bet that there 
will be another great war—egreat 
er than the last — within two 
years. There are men who are 
prepared to take that bet, but 
there are not many who will offef 
odds the other way. 

And yet in that very apprehen- 
sion there is a measure of securi- 
ty. The world knows now what 
war means. It had no real com- 
prehension of its havoc and ter- 
rors in 1914. 


Some Sparks of War. 


Today an acute quarre] between 
two great nations which threaten- 
ed the shedding of blood would 
send a shudder of fear into: every 
home of Europe. Statesmen and 
rulers would not be allowed to 
go on a holiday and leave the boat 
adrift into the rapids, as they did 
in 1914. 

What is the immediate peril? 
There is always the danger of an 
“incident,” which would throw 
peaceful nations into a state of 
fury where reason has no look-in. 
There is a feeling of panic abroad 
which is conducive to the produc-. 
tion of Miese incidents. 

There was that extraordinary

HE plunge of the American family into 
Te uncertain waters of debt, a sea now 

four times as vast as 20 years ago, is a 
development whose effects on recovery from 
the depression are being discussed in eco- 
nomic circles. Only recently have serious at- 
tempts been made to measure the full weight 
and significance of personal and family debts, 
as distinguished from public and business 
debts, by experts of such organizations as the 
Russell Sage Foundation and the Twentieth 
Century Fund, nationally known research in- 
stitutions. 

These recent studies show how purely per- 
sonal or family debts have grown since 1913 
from four billion dollars to about 15 billion 
doliars, and how we have changed from a 
people with a dread of going in debt to-a 
nation of borrowers. 

The greatest expansion in personal debt 
followed the war at a time when public and 
‘business debt was at a high mark, and in the 
1920’s there was broadcast the propaganda 
that, “it’s good business for the individual to 
go in debt.” Thereupon “consumer credit” 
achieved a standing of respectability along- 
side commercial credit. 

What are the results? 


Loan Charges Take 


Fourth of Earned Dollar. 

The burden of -personal debt added to the 
burden of public and business debt is such 
that the carrying charges on the entire 
mass of debt claim 25 cents out of every 
dollar of national income. 

As stated, there has been a four-fold in- 
crease in distinctly personal or family short- 
term debts in 20 years, bringing the total 
up to around 15 billion dollars. 

As late as 1910, only 10 per cent of the 
retail sales in the United States were made 
on .credit; today the proportion is 50 per 
cent, or at the lowest estimate, 47 per cent. 

From a nation of debt abhorers in the 
early 1900’s the American people had 
reached the state in 1928 and 1929 of 98 
per cent of the families being in debt; now 
85 to 90 per cent. At least that is the 
showing of all avafiable statistics. 

Debt with its interest charges became a 
mounting burden against incomes, causing 
a distorted interpretation of purchasing 
power in the heyday of prosperity and af- 
terward intensifying the effects of income 
shrinkage. 

The rise of “consumer credit” has paral- 
leled somewhat the growth of installment 
selling. The great impetus to installment sell- 
ing came from the automobile industry whose 
commodity was almost universally desired yet 
so high in unit price as to be beyond the 
reach of vast numbers of purchasers if they 
had to pay cash. 

Huge Government borrowings during the 
war and the later widespread and extraordi- 
nary financing of industry with borrowed cap-. 
ital obtained through the sale of seeurities 
made the public familiar with the processes 
of credit and did much to remove whatever 
stigma may have attached at one time to the 
state of being “in debt.” 

The latest authoritative estimate of the 
outstanding volume of short-term personal or 
family debt, generally described as consumer 
credit, is that of M. BR. Neifeld, statistician of 
the Business Management Corporation, who 
placed the amount at $15,250,000,000 at the 
end of 193%. Quoting Neifeld’s estimate in 
a recent bulletin, Editorial Research Reports

New York, who has published his findings 
in two books, “Financing the Consumer,” and

To show the great increase in personal debt, 
or consumer credit, Clark goes back to 1913, 
explaining, however, that there was not much 
reliable data for the earlier years. His esti- 
mate for 1913, the first in his table, is $4,- 
000,000,000 outstanding, and this is multi- 
plied nearly four times in the 1933 estimate 
of Neifeld. 

Piecing together the estimates of Clark 
and Neifeld; shows the expansion of short- 
term personal and household debt as follows:

To complete the picture of what may be 
called the family debt, Clark estimates that 
the mortgage debt on homes occupied by own- 
ers amounts to ten billion dollars.

Household Out of 


Debt Rather Rare. 


“The American household’s plunge into 
debt for commodities and for loans as well 


30 years, constitutes a most remarkable phe- 
nomenon. Fifty years ago no “ne would have 
dreamed that our once predominantly thrifty 
(in the sense of being on a cash basis) pop- 
ulation would in 1929 and 1930 become ap- 
parently not thrifty at all.. No*‘one would 
have predicted in those days, whem most peo- 
ple ‘never got into debt and always lived 
within their means,’ that in 1929 and 1930 
nearly every American family would be in™ 
debt. Extensive investigation by the author 
in 1928, 1929 and 1930, indicates that during | 
that period, 98 per cent of American families 
were indebted in some way or other. The 
period 1930 to 1932 has seen a slight decline 
in this percentage to perhaps 85 to 90 per 
cent, but the getting out of debt process is 
going on today with accelerated momentum.” 

The getting-out-of-debt process referred to 
by Clark is somewhat illusionary, according 
to his own figures. From 1931 to 1932, fer 
instance, the retail trade debts and cash per- 
sonal loans decreased from $7,423,000,000 to 
$5,970,000,000, a decline of $1,453,000,000. 
Items included were charge accounts, instal- 
ment debts and short-term cash loans. In the 
same period, however, there were substantial 
increases in insurance policy ioans, Gévere- 
ment loans to veterans, personal loans be- 
tween individuals and overdue rents, taxes and 
insutance premiums. These latter items ac-' 
counted for a gross increase in the household 
debt from $13,898,000,000 to $14,395,000,- 
000.

What It Costs to 
- Borrow Money. 


The high cost of small personal loans is 
shown in a computation by Dr. Ryan cov- 
ering the year 1932. The cost includes in 
some cases service charges or commissions, 
plus interest which is relatively high. The 
licensed lenders made a total of $300,000,000 
of loans, and had $260,000,000 outstanding 
at the end of the year, upon which charges 
were $83,000,000. Pawnbrokers made $410,- 
000,000 in loang against which charges were 
$115,000,000. The volume of loans by un- 
licensed lenders was estimated at $800,000,- 
000, with $100,000,000 outstanding, against 
which charges were $280,000,000. 

The volume of installment and open credit 
debt increased rapidly up to the time the de- 
pression became severe. The increase in cred- 
it buying accounts for much of the growth 
of personal debt. When total retail sales 
were 20 billion dollars in 1910 credit sales 
were two billion dollars, or only 10 per cent 
of the total. The following figures compiled 
by Dr. Franklin Ryan show the gain in credit 
sales, and the slight decline that has come 
with the depression:

Ali day long up to roost- 
ing time, those sparrows pulled and 
tugged, yanked and twisted, in their ef- 
forts to tear out the twigs and straws 
which made up the foundations of the 
nests. They failed, in most cases, to com- 
plete the job, but there came another 
day. The next morning, the sparrows :et 
to work building nests of their own on 
the wrecked foundations. Sparrows can’t 
build nests in trees unless robins lay the 


- foundations. 


For a number of days, the wind blew 
too strong for the robins to build dther 
foundations. When the eggs were due, 
they were laid on the limbs of the trees 
and fell to the ground and were lost. One 
bird I noticed sat on a limb near where 
the nest-had been started, all day long: 
for several days. Now she is: gone. 
four weeks, she will try again to build a 
nest, and, if successful, which isn’t likely, 
will be feeding young birds by July 4. 

Many people, of learning and intelli- 
gence, haven’t yet learned the reason for 
our loss of songbirds. They go right on 
feeding and aiding the sparrows in their 
war of extermination. If people would 
watch the English sparrows from March 
to December, it’s a safe guess that they 
would get busy and do something about 
it. The sparrow’s nest is an incubator in

The territory canvassed, however, is politically ad- 
verse. It includes the six New England states and 
New York, New Jersey and Pegnsylvania. Yet Maine, 
alone of those states, has given a negative majority, 
and that so slight as to leave the outcom® debatable. 

All the others are with the President. Pennsyl- 
vania, for instance, which was represented as having 
renounced the New Deal when it renominated Sen- 
ator Reed over Gov. Pinchot in its Republican sen- 
atorial primary, is decisively for Roosevelt. 

The result of the nation-wide poll, when complet- 
ed, may not be anticipated, but the showing thus far, 
in what Mr. Bryan used to regard as “the enemy's 
country,” is reassuring to the administration. Few 
political actuaries, from the figures at hand, would 
hesitate to predict a Roosevelt landslide. 

Public confidence in the President, as trained ob- 
servers have impartially reported, has continued 
steadfast, despite the failure of some of the admin- 
istration’s policies and the consequent disappoint 
ment and criticism. It is an extraordinary political 
phenomenon, but it may, we believe, be easily ex- 
plained. On the whole, the people believe in him. ‘They 
believe in his high purpose. They are still under the 
spell of his charm—a charm, indeed, that has capti- 
vated profound students of public affairs in foreign 
countries. If ever a President had to “take arms 
against a sea of troubles,” it was Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. Public opinion had no illusion as to the crisis 
that confronted him. It realizes that enormous diffi- 
culties still beset him. It did not expect the mir- 
acle of immediate recovery. It did witness a miracle 
of official courage and confidence. 

It is hardly an exaggeration to say that “death 
was on thy drums, democracy,” when Mr. Roosevelt 
entered the White House. There is no fear of death 
in American philosophy today. 


The lovely old State of Vermont has been experi- 
encing, these past weeks, an acute case of what is 
vulgarly. known as heebie-jeebies, because some im- 
pudent and irreverent newspaper writer referred to 
Senator Austin of Vermont as a “prize boob.” We 
understand pretty well the meaning of the word 
“boob,” although it has not achieved the dignity of 
admission into the dictionary. It is obviously derived 
from “booby,” meaning an awkward, lubberly fellow. 

Fired with local patriotism, the Rutland (Vt.) 
Herald has been scanning the horizon in an attempt 
to prove that Senator Austin is not a prize boob. 
Apparently it has had a difficult time trying to sight 
a sail, because it now quotes from the New York 
Daily News, referring to Senator Austin as follows: 


Still An Open Question 


“Attorney-General Cummings, whose office is gath- 
ering information for the criminal prosecution of 
certain air mail moguls, graciously passed the time 
of day with their most energetic and vociferous de 
fender, Vermont’s ruddy-cheeked Senator Austin.” 

In a brilliant burst of unconscious humor, the Her- 
ald comments upon this quotation as follows: , 

“This does not sound particularly approving, but 
it at least recognizes the fact that Austin is an im- 
portant figure, bracketed with the Attorney-General 
of the United States.” 

As an impartial umpire in this great debate, we 
are bound to say that the question as to whether or 
not Senator Austin is a prize boob is still open for 
determination. 


The squabble over the application of the Johnsou 
law, banning borrowing in the American money mar: 
ket by foreign governments that have defaulted: on 
their war debts, suggests a bird’s-eye view of our 
present world creditor position. 

About 27 billion American dollars are now scat- 
tered over the globe. European governments still 
owe $12,352,000,000 on war debt principal. To this 
should be added $337,000,000 which our State De- 
partment claims from the Soviet on advances to the 
Czar’s regimé. The world as a whole owes private 
American investors $6,885,000,000. Additional to this, 
the State Department is backing a $75,000,000 claim 
of private investors against the Czar’s Government. 
American manufacturers have invested abroad in 
American plants about $7,500,000,000. 

War debts have been in default since last June, 
with the exception of Finland, which is making 
full payment on a debt of about $91,000,000. European 
governments and corporations owe our private in- 
vestors $2,647,000,000, of which $1,077,000,00 is fully 
or partially in default. South American governments 
and corporations owe $1,372,000,000, of which $973, 
000,000 is in arrears. Central American governments 
and corporations owe $40,000,000, of which $29,000,- 
000 is in default. The governments of Cuba and 
the West Indies owe $137,000,000, of which $33,000,000_ 
is overdue. Canadian corporations and the Canadian 
Government, however, owe about $1,880,000,000, of 
which only $82,000,000 is in trouble. Governments 
and corporations in Asia owe $552,000,000, of which 
$7,000,000 is in hot water. American investors have 
$2,000,000 in Africa, all of which is in default. 
Discounting the effects of the world-wide depres- 
sion, the investment record of Americans abroad over 


the last 20 years is ‘far from gloomy. Since 1914, 


these investors have lent the world about 13 billion 
dollars, of which to date over six billion dollars has 
been paid back with interest and four billion dollars 
still ,outstanding is keeping up payments. Of the 
$6,885,000,000 owed by the world to American in- 
vestors,,some $2,200,000,000 is in default.

What They Owe Us 


in Europe have not fared badly, though the shift in 
trade currents in the last four years does not augur 
so hopefully for the future. Since 1914, Europe has 
borrowed from American investors about $5,600,000,- 
000, and to date paid back, with interest, over three 
billion dollars. Many European countries, such as 
Denmark, Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia, Switzerland, 
England, France and their corporations, have bor- 
rowed large sums, paid back substantially and never 
been in default on a loan. England has a fine record. 
Since 1914, she has borrowed about $1,214,000,000, 
of which only $81,000,000 is still outstanding. And 
England hasn’t had a single case of default. 

Since 1914, France has borrowed about $915,000,000, 
and has paid back since 1920 all but*a little over 
$100,000,000. Neither the French Government nor 
any French corporation has defaulted on a loan in 
this time to our private investors. Germany is the 
chief defaulter in Europe, her Government and cor 
porations having borrowed since 1920 from Ameri- 
cans $1,228,000,000, of which $977,000,000 is still out- 
standing. Of this, all but $160,000,000 is now in the red. 

War debt payments by Europe will continue to be 
bitterly eontroverted. To the beginning of the current 
year, our Government had received $757,000,000 inter-

Since 1914, American investors and our Govern- 
ment have lent abroad about 25 billion dollars, of 
which some 14 billion dollars, or 56 per cent, is now 
tangled in default. Leaving out the controversial war 
debts, only 17 per cent of the 13 billion dollars pri- 
vately lent, or $2,200,000,000, is now in trouble. Six 
billion dollars have safely come back, with interest, 
four billion dollars are still weathering the worst 
depression in world history and the two billion dol- 
lars in default are not hopelessly lost, by any means.

KNOWS HOW TO ~ 
GET THINGS DONE 


In Washington 21 Years, 
Heads Major House Com- 


mittee, Leader in Impot- 
tant Legislation.

WASHINGTON, May 26.—Thirty- 
nine years ago in a newspaper of- 
fice in St. Louis—the Post-Dispatch. 
as it happened—there was a red- 
headed copy boy whose alertness 
and good humor attracted the fav- 
orable attention of editors and re- 
porters. This lad’s name was 
“Jack” Cochran, he was 14 years 
old, and he worked because the 
family needed the money. Today 
the Hon. John Joseph Cochran, 
Representative in Congress from 
Missouri, is a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for United 
States Senator. 

He is still “Jack” to those who 
know him—which appears to in- 
clude practically everybody—he is 
still red-headed, and he is just as 
tireless and good-natured as he was 
in the days when harassed copy 
desk men were bawling at him for 
galley proofs. Whether he wins or 
loses the nomination, it is safe to

Cochran hardly fits into the pop- 
ular conception of a statesman. His 
hair and his coattails are of ordi- 
nary length, and he is certainly not 
an orator, although he can hold 
his own in the rough and tumble 
free-for-all which is characteristic 
of debates in the House, in contrast 
to the more formal oratory favored

It is highly doubtful whether 
Cochran could expatiate at any 
length on the reign of Diocletian, 
as did Missouri's Senator Patterson 
a few days ago, but when it comes 
to getting public buildings for his 
district and getting bills out of 
committee, Cochran could spot Pat- 
terson . dozen Roman Emperors 
and still lead him under the wire 
by six enabling acts and 10 post- 
offices. 

The fact is one well knowhf here 
—that in the practical matter of 
getting things done, Cochran is one 
of the most effective men in either 
house of Congress. The reasons for 
his success are perfectly obvious 
and perfectly simple. They are, 
first, his energy (it is doubtful 
whether any member works hardér 
or longer); second, his extraordi- 
nary knowledge of the ramifica- 
tions of government and legislative 
procedure, based on an unusual ex- 
perience which will be described 
presently; and finally, the confi- 
dence and affection in which he is 
held by his colleagues and party 
leaders. 

Contrary to a widespread impres- 
sion, oratory plays a very small 
part in the actual business of legis- 
lating, Most speeches are made for 
home consumption, and few votes 
are changed by them. In the Sen- 
ate, Norris. of Nebraska always 
commands attention on any. sub- 
ject; Senators listen to Borah when 
he discusses foreign relations, to 
Glass on banking and finance, to 
Couzens on industry, and to La 
Foliette on general economic sub- 
jects. Former Representative La 
Guardia, now Mayor of New York, 
had a large following in the House. 
As for the rest, it igs mostly a case 
of breath wasted, so far as ulti- 
mate résults are concerned. 

Legislation is influenced first of 
all, of course, by the policies fa- 
vored by the administration in 
power. Aside from that, it is large- 
ly a matter of hard, gruelling 
work in committee rooms~—work of 
which the general public is hardly 
aware—of buttonholing other mem- 
bers in the cloakrooms, and of get- 
ting the party leaders interested 
in particular measures. This is 
precisely the sort of thing at which 
Cochran excels, and this fact is 
largely explained by his back- 
ground of experience. 

21 Years in Washington. 
After leaving the Post-Dispatch 
as a copy boy, he went to the old 
St. “Louis Chronicle in the same 
capacity. He was soon promoted 
to a position as sports writer, cov- 
ering baseball, racing, fighting, 
wrestling, etc. (there wasn’t much 
golf to cover in those days). He 
had obtained a common school ed- 
ucation in the public schools of St. 
Louis, for, although he was born 
in Webster Groves, his family had 
moved to the city early in his child- 
hood. | 
In 1912 William Igoe was eélect- 
ed to Congress from a &t.

In one capacity or 
another, he has been here ever 
since—a period of 21 years, His 
secretarial training during the 
many years before he became & 
member of Congress has been in- 
valuable to him..

Cochran left Igoe in 1917, to be- 
come secretary of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, of 
which the late Senator Stone, of 
Missouri, was chairman. When 
Stone died, in 1918, Cochran re- 
turned to Igoe’s office, and Te 
mained there until Igoe’s voluntary 
retirement in 1920. 

Same Place With Hawes. 


Harry B. Hawes succeeded Igoe, 
and Cochran succeeded himself as 
secretary to the Congressman from 
that district. It was common 
knowledge by that time that he 
knew more about the district than 
anyone, including his successive 
superiors. Indeed, enemies of 
Hawes were mean enough to inti- 
mate that Cochran was the real 
Representative of the district in 
Congress. ' 

At any rate, when Hawes elect- 
ed to run for the Senate in 1926, 
Cochran decided to run for the va- 
cant House seat. To some of the 
uninitiated, his chances seemed 
slim. There had been a_ legend} 
that Igoe, and then Hawes, had a 
peculiar hold on the district, and 
that no other Democrat had a 
chance. Cochran floored them by 
rolling up a majority far in excess 
of the largest ever polled by any 
of his Democratic predecessors. In 
each succeeding election he has 
won with ease. 

His most surprising triumph. 
however, occurred in the election 
of 1932. Betause of the Legisla- 
ture’s failure to redistrict the State, 
in conformity with the act of Con- 
gress, all candidates for Congress 
in Missouri were compelled to run 
in the State at large. Many of the 
“sharps” said this spelled Cochran’s 
doom. A wet Irish Catholic might 
win in a North St. Louis district, 
they said, but wait until the yokels 
out at the forks of the creek got 
out their knives. But it seems that 
rural Missouri is not so _ intoler- 
ant as the “sharps” had supposed. 

In the primary he ran second in 
a field of 56 Democratic candidates 
for the 18 places on the ticket, and 
in the general election he ied the 
ticket with 1,013,824 votes—9654 
more than the second man, Repre- 
sentative Claiborne of University 
City, received. He defeated the 
leading Republican candidate by 
404,556 votes—almost two to one. 

Heads Major Committee. 

During his 14 years of secretarial 
experience, Cochran had done vir- 
tually everything a Congressman 
does except to speak and vote. He 
had written thousands of letters to 
the people in his district, he had 
made the rounds of the executive 
departments in their behalf, and — 
which is equally important—he had 
made many friends in the House. 
Anyone who doesn’t believe that 
legislation in both Houses of Con- 
gress is influenced by personal} 
friendships, simply doesn’t know his 
onions—or his Congress. 

The impact of all these factors 
was n felt. In 1927 the House 
had lidated 15 small commit- 
tees into one committee on expendi- 
tures in the executive departments. 
It is not avery felicitous name, 
but the committee has great power.

He voted against the sales 
tax and for publicity of income tax 
returns. Recently he voted for the 
Johnson bill, limiting the jurisdic- 
tion of Federal courts in utility 
rate cases. 

Hi sfirst fight in Congress was 
directed against the “toll bridge 
racket,” through which millions 
had been taken from innocent in- 
vestors. Prior to that time, the 
passage of bills permitting the con- 
struction of toll bridges over nav- 
igable streams had been a mere 
formality. If a member introduced 
one, it was passed without inquiry 
or discussion. The procedure of 
promoters consisted in getting a 
bill through Congress, 
with an investment house to fiecat 
a bond issue, taking a percentage 
of the proceeds, and then moving 
on to new fields of action. 

In a great many instances the 
bridges had failed to earn the top- 
heavy carrying charges, and dozens 
of them were in the hands of re- 
ceivers. The bonds, purchased by 
the general public in the belief they 
were safe investments, were virtu- 
ally worthless. . 

One of the most active toll bridge 
promoters was E. M. Elliot, who at 
one time had pending in the House 
30 applications for franchises. Coch- 
ran instigated an investigation of 
his income tax payments. As a re- 
sult, Elliot was indicted by a Fed- 
eral grand jury in Fioridd, and 
pleaded guilty to tax evasion. He 
was fined $500, and the Treasury 
recovered about $125,000 from him 
in taxes and penalties. 

This was the end of the toll 
bridge racket. Thereafter, when 
anyone applied to the House for a 
franchise, his application was re- 
ferred to a committee, subjected to 
close scrutiny, and approved or re- 
jected on its merits. 


Fight on Prohibition. 


For many years the fight against 
prohibition was led in the House 
by Cochran and La Guardia. By 
an odd coincidence, however, when 
the final successful fight for beer 
was waged, La Guardia was miss- 
ing, having been elected mayor of 
New York. 

However, the legislative accom- 
plishment in which Cochran takes 
most pride was the enactment of 
two measures aimed against kid- 
naping. One of these is popularly 
known as the “Lindbergh Act,” al- 
though Cochran actually. intro- 
duced it long before the Lindbergh 
child was kidnaped and murdered. 
The other is an act providing pun- 
ishment for persons who endeavor 
to extort money by threats of vio- 
lence by using the mails. Both 
these measures’ were strengthened 
recently by amendments suggested 
by Attorney-General Cummings. 

Cochran voted for all the recov 
ery measures proposed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and he voted for 
the stock market control bill, the 
Securities Act, the Banking Act and 
the Federal Insurance Act. He vot- 
ed to uphold the President's veto of 
the bill increasing allowances to 
veterans and restoring the salaries 
of Government employes. He hag 
been especially active in opposing 
the employment of . both husband 
and wife by the Government, and 
has persisted cheerfully 
of a steady fire of 
persons affected.

Such are the conflicting polit- 
ical views that must be taken into 
account in eny trade agreement 
negotiations. There is a wealth 
of material as to the American- 
Canadian trade in the past from 
which one may deducg the possi- 
bilities for the future. 

Decline in Trade. 

Next to Great Britain, Canada 
is still the best customer of the} 
United States. It occupies a more 
important place in American trade 
than the whole of South America, 
Africa and Oceania combined. The 
total of foreign trade between the 
two countries during the last six 
fiscal years (Canadian fiscal years 
end March 31) follows: 


Of course, the depression ir both 
countries was partly responsible for 
the decline in trade because com- 
modity prices and purchasing power 
were much lower, but other impor- 
tant factors were the Smoot-Haw- 
ley tariff bill, the retaliatory tariff 
actions by Canada, including many 
complicated administrative changes 
and the Ottawa agreements nego- 
tiated by the Bennett government 
with the United Kingdom, South 
Africa, Southern Rhodesia and the 
Irish Free State. 


Shift of Trade. 


The percentage figures convinc- 
ingly show how Canadian trade has 
been diverted. For instance, in 1929, 
Canada obtained 68.7 per cent of 
her total imports from the United 
States and only 15:3 per cent from 
the United Kingdom. In 1933, the 
imports from the United States 
dropped to 57.2 per cent while those 
from the United Kingdom increased 
to 21.3 per cent. In the fiscal year 
closed last Maréh 31, American im- 
ports into Canada made a further 
drop to 54.9 per cent of total im- 
ports while those from the United 
Kingdom increased to 24.26 per 
cent. The Ottawa agreement with 
Great Britain guarantees’ the 
mother country specified margins 
of tariff preferences of 215 out of 
the 807 items of the Canadian 
tariff. 

There has been a corresponding 
decrease in Canadian exports to 
the United States. The official Ca- 
nadian view of the effect of the 
various American tariffs is found 
in a publication of the Ministry of 
Trade and Commerce entitled 
“Trade of Canada, 1933.” The per- 
tinent paragraphs follow: 

“Canada, under the Underwood, 
tariff which was in force in the 
United States from Oct. 3, 1913, 
to May 27, 1921, increased her do- 
mestic exports to the United States 
from 1913 to 1921 from $139,725,000 
to $542,323,000 while the exports of 
farm products in 1921 totaled $19,- 
700,000 under the Underwood tariff 
88.4 per cent of Canada’s exports 
to the United States in 1920 was al- 
lowed free entry; thus, insofar as 
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Canada was concerned the Under-

Opportunity With An If. 

The authority conferred on Pres- 
Roosevelt by the pending 
tariff agreement bill gives ample 
power for him to negotiate an 
agreement with Canada. Prime 
Minister Bennett already has con- 
siderable power through orders in 
council, and the pending natural 
products marketing bill gives him 
almost plenary powers over exports 
and imports. By taking the charts 
of Mr. Coats, the statistician, the 
comparable charts that could be 
made by American Department of 
Commerce or Trade Commission of- 
ficials, the two executives could 
easily decide whether they wanted 
to go back to 1920, 1922 or 1929 for

The 12 principal items of United 
States exports; which accounted 
for 73 per cent of the total in 1932, 
were as follows in the order of their 
importance: Raw cotton, petroleum 
and products, machinery, fruits 
and nuts, automobiles and accesso- 
ries, raw tobacco, packing house 
products, wheat and flour, cotton 
manufactures, coal and coke, chem- 
icals, iron and steel products. 

Canada is particularly interested 
in finding markets for its wheat, 
timber, copper, cattle, dairy prod- 
ucts and potatoes—all of which 
compete with American products. 
Any negotiations between the Pres- 
ident and the Prime Minister will 
include

had been captured a few days before, could not come to the 
trial because she was being detained as “an idle and disorderly 
person without visible means of support” in Moyamensing Prison. 
The two pals with whom he had been scheduled “to split the 
swag from the bank robbery were both under arrest in New 
York, “Eddie” Wilson shot through the eyes and blinded in a 
battle with the police on Broadway and Jeo Perlango captured in 
his hideaway in Trenton. 

The thrilling bank robbery which led to “Slick Willie's” 
arrest and conviction in one of the speediest indictments and 
quickest trials on record, came as the last, but certainly not the 
least melodramatic of the numerous coups that Sutton planned in 
his 15 years of crime, ever since that February day in 1919 when 
Detective Cranberry of New York arrested him for unlawful entry 
and burglary only to see his quarry receive probation and a 
suspended sentence. Four years later another detective brought 
Sutton in, this time under the alias of Leo Holland, for grand 
larceny, but again he was discharged. Later that same year he 
was acquitted of a charge of murder in the first degree, homicide 
with a gun. 


N 1925, however, Sutton’s luck changed and he was given 5 

to 10 years in Sing Sing on a charge of burglary and grand 
larceny. The law seemed still to have a soft spot for him and 
he was paroled in 1929, only to be picked up a little later for the 
possession of burglary tools and given one day in prison. But 
the leniency of the law seems to have been rather misplaced. 
for it was on October 28, 1930, that “Wallie the Actor” staged 
one of his movie thriller escapades of the kind which have gained 
him the title of being referred to as the last of the old-time 
clever crooks. He plotted and carried out a perfect robbery 
on Broadway in the morning, with the net profit to himself and 
his partner of $130,000. worth of handsome rings, expensive neck- 
laces, jeweled pins and ornate brooches, all taken from the firm 
of M. Rosenthal and Sons. 

“Slick Willie’ did it by donning a postal telegraph messenger’s 
uniform, rapping on the door of the jewelry store shortly before 
. opening hours and showing the porter that he had a telegram 
for the firm. As soon as the porter opened the door, Willie 
the Messenger entered the store, followed by a companion in 
civilian clothes, ‘and covered the startled porter with a gun. 
Calmly, even _ facetiously, 
Willie chatted with the porter 
and instructed him: to get the 
combination of the safe by 
telephone. The porter, with 
the gun pressed to his stom- 
ach, had no alternative. He 
called Joseph Rosenthal and 
got it. Sutton’s. accomplice 
then opened the safe and 
quickly emptied its contents 
into a bag. Immediately the 
two robbers disappeared with 
their loot, leaving the porter 
securely trussed with thin elec- 
tric Wire. 

About a month later Cap- 
tain Patrick McVeigh and a 
squad of detectives, by means 
of clues they had obtained 
from their own underworld 
grapevine, trailed Sutton and 
his accomplice to a Childs’ 
restaurant, whi e they arrested 
them at 11 a. m., while they 
were enjoying a late breakfast.

Spectacular Bank Robber Who Used as 


Many Disguises as a Character in Fiction 


and Who Always Operated in Daylight. 


In William Sutton’s pockets the police found $2750 in cash as 
well as a large strychnine pellet. The other suspect, who gave 
his name as Maurice G. Bassett and claimed, in a suave, refined 
manner that he was a former student at Bordentown Military 
Academy and an amateur sociologist, also carried a pellet. He 
confessed to having served terms before and told the police that 
he and Sutton always carried these pellets around in the event 
that anything should go wrong on any of their jobs and put 
them in the shadow ofthe electric chair. 

In Bassett, the -police had a good witness. He related how 
Sutton and he had been working together, robbing banks and 
He said that they had found the delivery boy 
disguise extremely helpful and had used thé uniforms of telegraph, 
special delivery and florists boys as they saw fit. He seemed 
to take a particular delight in dilating on their exploits and 
boasted about several robberies in which they had succeeded in 
stealing jewels from the private homes of wealthy people.

stuff for us,’ Bassett explained. 
thal job-—we got $35,000 in cash from a ‘fence. 

When the police raided Sutton’s home, they found the tell- 
tale messenger uniform, a jewelry tag from Rosenthal’s, hand- 
cuffs which had been used in an attempted ‘bank robbery in 
Brooklyn (it had been foiled by the loud screams of a child), 
trunks full of expensive, expertly tailored clothes. Sutton had 
$7000 in cash in his safe deposit box at the Bank of the United 
States and he had recently transferred several thousands from his 
own to his wife's account. 

Bassett was given 30 years in Sing Sing. Sutton, defended 
by Albert Vitale, a former New York magistrate, had a more ex- 
tended trial. Because the court felt that the State's witnesses 
were being intimidated, Judge Collins ordered the jury kept under 
guard over the week-end at the Hotel Warwick. This was the 
first time a jury had been locked up before the end of the testi- 
mony since the time, 8 years ago, when Tex Rickard, the fight 
promoter, was brought up on an assault indictment. 

In sentencing Sutton to 30 years in Sing Sing for assault and 
burglarly and violation of parole, Judge Collins said: ““This holdup 
was perpetrated in the heart of the city, between 5Oth and Sist 
streets, in broad daylight and was one of the boldest in criminal 
annals. It is a grave matter that such a type of criminal exists. 
While you were at large, you 
were a peril to society.” 

Unfortunately for the so- 
ciety which Judge Collins 
thought he had protected per- 
manently, stone walls did not 
a prison make nor iron bars 
a cage for William Sutton. 
Less than a month after his 
commitment to Sing Sing, 
“Slick Willie” made his es- 
cape in as craftily manipulated 
a break as any on record. 
Prison authorities throughout 
the country were startled to 
learn on December 12, 1932, 
that two long-termers had run 
away, for the first time in its 
history, from the so-called “in- 
escapable” block of Sing Sing. 
As a result two guards were 
dismissed, and 
watches were placed at all the 
towers, but. Willie Sutton and 
his cohort, John Egan, were 
at large, where, no one knew.

Just how Sutton and Egan were able to perfect their getaway 
from the “escape-proof cells,” has never been completely ascer- 
tained; but with remarkable care and ingenuity they did get out 
of the cells which are concrete on three sides and steel on the 
fourth. With saws, which they acquired somehow, they cut 
through the steel bars of their cells, just above the floor, and 
made a small hole through which they wriggled out. Behind 
them in their cots they left dummy figures which they had fash- 
ioned out of blankets and newspapers. 

Wearing felt slippers they made no sound as they crept 
stealthily down the corridor until they came upon a trusty, John 
Tytsch, whom they surprised and bound securely hand and foot 
with tape and thin wire. They got the key to the refrigerator 
plant, opened it and threw Tytsch into it. Next they unlocked 
the prison tool room, got themselves two ladders, each nine feet 
high, and spliced them together. With these they scaled the 
prison wall. At the top they found some rope which the 
guards used for hauling up food. Down the rope they went 
to: freedom. 


ND it was not for hours that Tytsch was able to crawl to 

a telephone, knock it over and shout a warning. Only then 
did the Sing Sing sirens scream and the prison lights glare; but it 
was too late. No traces of the men were found. Egan's liberty 
did not net him much pleasure, however, for in February of 1933 
he was found murdered in “Porky Murray's speakeasy in New 
York. Near him were the dead bodies of a woman and the 
bartender. - To this day the murder remains unsolved, though 
for a time the police did suspect Sutton had a hand in it because 
he feared that Egan knew too much about the Sing Sing escapade. 

In the meantime, “Willie the Actor’ had returned to his old 
haunts and old practices. He got himself a set of new disguises 
and was doing business at the old stand, this time with two 
new accomplices, Edward “Big Eddie’ Wilson and Joseph Per- 
lango. Just how many jewel robberies, bank lootings and at- 
tempted holdups the trio indulged in remains uncertain, but it is 
alleged that Willie Sutton, as a florist boy, stole $50,000 worth 
of jewels from Gertrude Williams, a showgirl who recently com- 
mitted suicide, broken in health and finances. 

It seems that Sutton, Wilson and Perlango decided to move 
their operating field to Phildalephia, and there, in February, 
1933, the month of Egan's death, they attempted to rob a 
branch of the Corn Exchange and Trust Company. Dressed in 
the uniform of a ‘special letter carrier, Sutton came to the bank 
about 8 a. m. and rang the bell. The watchman, Christian 
Madsen, opened the peep-hole and looked at him twice, noticing 
that he carried a mailbag over his shoulder and held in his hand 
a stamped envelope plainly addressed to the bank. No sooner 
had Madsen opened the door than he felt a gun in his stomach 
and was told calmly that if he valued his life he should stand 
back and obey orders. 

Wilson and Perlango, followed che messenger boy in and 
bound Madsen with picture wire. Madsen thought quickly 
enough to get hold of a tear gas gun and let them have it. 
Messenger boy, bandits and all quickly fled, this time without 
any loot. 

Back to New York the trio went and there they laid plans 
for robbing another Corn Exchange Bank, which had no affilia- 
tions with the Philadelphia institution. In July of 1933 a police- 
man stepped up to the porter of the Corn Exchange before open- 
ing time and asked if he might use the washroom. The porter 
refused to let him in. The same process was repeated the next 
morning. But on the third morning, as the porter was about 
to enter the bank, a stranger stepped up to him, pressed a brief- 
case containing a revolver into his side and whispered: “You'd 
like to see your family again, wouldn't you?” “Yes” “Then

There 
is a land without a 
money question,

national. Khevsurs don’t use money. 
They have horse races at funerals. 
The women never fight, the men never 
work; wives must ask permission even 
to speak to other men, and sometimes 
they give permission for their hus- 
bands to take other wives. 

Inaccessible nine months of the 
year, behind towering mountains in 
the Caucasus, between Tiflis and Viad- 
ikavkaz, a day’s journey on horseback 
east ‘of the Georgian military high 
road, Khevsuria defied the Czars, de- 
fies the Soviet and has defied civiliza- 
tion since the Crusades. 

Dress and customs—and armament 
and fnborn native “toughness’’—have 
persisted unchanged for centuries, safe 
from the softening influence of civil- 
ization. Even the infants go armed. 
These Khevsurs can take it. And, 
either hanging over from medieval 
times, when they had their last true 
contact with the outside world, or a 
peculiar development of their own. 
some Khevsurian customs would out- 
freak Thorne Smith at his dizziest. 

Take the correspondent’s meeting 
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with a native girl on his recent visit 


to Khevsuria. The party, guided by 


Badsia Veltauri, a native chieftain, 
was crossing a mountain pass 10,000 
feet high when it encountered a girl, 
tending sheep. 

“Women of my  —village,’’ she 
screamed at Badsia as we passed, 
‘aren’t afraid to be kidnaped by men 
of your village. Sacrapo men are 
weaklings. Nothing happens’’—her 
scorn was withering—‘‘when strange 
girls go there!”’ 7 

‘‘Men of Sacrapo,’’ Badsia retorted, 
‘don’t look at the ugly sluts of Bar- 
rasacco.”’ ' 

She stooped, picked up three large 
stones and flung them, one after the 
other, very nearly clipping the corre- 
spondent’s head and certainly doing 
things to his peace of mind. 

He ventured the remark that she 
seemed to be out of sorts about some- 
thing.

EUREKA, Kansas. 
N A June night in 
1929 Victor Pad- 
dock went out to 
meet Goldie Boyer, 
the wife of another 
man. 

“You'll be back 

pretty soon?” his 

mother asked. 

“Oh, sure,’’ he said. 

But Victor Paddock never returned. 
And for almost five years his fate was 
the subject of speculation, rumors, 
whispered comment and sporadic in- 
vestigation. Then, one night a few 
weeks ago, at about the same hour 
as his disappearance, Paddock was 
found. In a lonely pasture in the 
Flint Hills, diggers came upon his skel- 
eton in an abandoned well. Standing 
by, with the light of electric torches 
on him and guards close at hand, was 
Lloyd Boyer, who had led officers to 
the spot after confessing that he and 
Goldie Boyer had slain Paddock——that 
the woman had fired the final shot 
into the body of the victim. Boyer 
said Paddock had been his wife's 
lover. 

With the clearing up of this long- 
standing mystery there was unfolded a 
story as grim and as harshly dramatic 
as the region of stony plains in which 
‘occurred its crisis and its denouement. 
It embraces a reckless infatuation, a 
ruthless revenge and then the slow, 
dogged march of the forces of law, in- 
spired by a mother’s inflexible deter- 
mination. Over the course of events 
lies the shadow of fear. 


Victor Paddock was a member of. 


the American Legion and the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. He had served over- 
seas as a Corporal in Company I, 137th 
Infantry, Thirty-fifth Division. After 
the war his health was poor, as he had 
been gassed, and he sought outdoor 
work. For several years prior to his 
death he worked with road construc- 
tion outfits, usually as an automobile 
mechanic. With his brother, James, 
also a war veteran, he had gone from 
job to job of this kind, and their moth- 
er, Mrs. Bertha Paddock, had accom- 
panied them, keeping house for them 
in their various locations. 

In the spring of 1929 the Paddocks, 
whose home town was Manhattan, 
Kansas, were in Sallyards, Greenwood 
County, where Victor and James were 
working on State Highway No. 54. 
Sallyards is a village a short distance 
from Eureka, the county seat. Victor 
went to Eureka occasionally, and there

became acquainted with Goldie Boyer, 
whose husband, Lloyd, owned a room- 
ing house which she managed. Boyer 
was also supposed to be in the grain 
business. He was about 30 years old. 
Goldie was two years younger and 
Victor Paddock was 31. 

The acquaintance of Victor and 
Goldie progressed rapidly. A friend 
told Boyer if he would keep his eyes 
open he would ‘find out something.”’ 
Boyer took a trip to Memphis, and on 
his return heard that Goldie had been 
with Victor at the rooming house. 

“‘So I jumped her up about it,’”’ Boy- 
er later related, ‘‘and asks her, and 
she says she didn't, and I kept pump- 
ing her until finally she confessed up 
to it, that she had stayed all night 
with Victor in Room 2.’’ 


N THE evening of June 28 Boy- 
() er and Goldie drove to Sallyards. 

While Boyer remained in the au- 
tomobile, Goldie went to the door of 
the Paddock house and inquired for 
Victor. Mrs. Paddock told her he 
wasn’t at home. “I’ve got to see him,”’ 
Goldie said. She returned to the ear, 
which was driven a short distance 
away, on a side road. She and Boyer 
sat there as dusk turned into dark- 
ness and waited for Victor. 

Presently the lights of another car 
appeared on the road, and Boyer has- 
tily climbed into the turtleback of his 
roadster and closed the lid. The other 
car was Victor's. He stopped and 
talked with Goldie. She asked him to 
take a ride with her. He agreed, but 
said he would take his automobile 
home first. 

After Victor had put his car away 
his mother told him of Goldie’s call. 
He said he was going to meet her in a 
few minutes. He seemed to be ner- 
vous, spilled tobacco as he filled his 
pipe. He kept looking at his mother 
as if, she thought, he wanted ‘to tell 


her something. But he only said, pres- 
ently, ‘“Well, I’ve got to go’’—uncon- 
sciously prophetic words—and assured 
her he would be back before long. 

Victor walked down the road to the 
Boyer car and got in with Goldie. She 
drove along for a mile or so, turning 
off the side road onto a main highway 
—drove with her lover beside her and 
her husband hidden in the rear com- 
partment. 

As the car sped along the highway, 
Boyer suddenly made his presence 
known to the other man. 

What Victor Paddock thought and 
felt when he discovered that Boyer 
was with them can never be known, of 
course. According to Goldie, the two 
men talked of commonplace things as 
they rode the 12 miles to the scene 
of the killing. 

They came to a pasture about two 
miles south of Eureka and turned in.

then Goldie took her husband’s re- 
volver and shot her lover as he lay 
on the ground. The body was thrown 
into an abandoned well on a rocky 
mound nearby and covered. with 
stones. 

So much the only two wit- 
nesses agree on. Concern- 
ing several details their ac- 
counts differ. 

After telling of Victor's 
admission as to his rela- 
tions with Goldie, Boyer, in 
his confession, said: “Of 
course, I was mad and ex- 
cited, of course, and I just 
shot him and he ran around 
the car and said, ‘I am shot,’ 
and I just shot him again 
and he fell down, and the 
missus takes the gun and 
shoots him while he is lay- 
ing down.” 

In reply to a question 
concerning Goldie’s 
part in the killing he 

said: ‘I went over to 

see if he was dead or 
not and he wasn’t, and 
she came over and fired 
the shot while he was 
laying down there groan- 
ing.”’ 

Here is Goldie’s version of 

what happened: 

“T don’t think he (Victor)

Mrs. Paddock didn’t believe that 
story. She felt sure Victor would 
not go away and stay without letting 
her know. As days passed and sh). 
had no word from him she began to 
think Boyer might have beaten him 
so severely that his mind was affect- 
ed; that he might be wandering about 
ignorant of his own identity or lying 
unconscious in some hospital. She 
avoided for a long time the belief that 
her son had been killed. 

At Mrs. Paddock’s insistence, a war 
rant charging kidnaping was issued 
against the Boyers a week or so afte) 
Victor’s disappearance. The case was 
dismissed in October of that year, but 
a few days later a new kidnaping war 
rant was issued. The Boyers were ar- 
rested and gave bond. They were held 
for trial at a preliminary hearing No- 
vember 15, but were released the sam: 
day by the District Court at Eureka 
on a writ of habeas corpus.

But her am- 
bitions were much higher than 
this. She confessed that she 
had a plan for a round-the- 
world flight, across the Atlan- 
tic, then over the Mediterrane- 
an and across Africa. 

Aiming at her ultimate goal, 
she set out after another rec- 
ord — the __ trans-continental 
crossing from New York to Los 
Angeles. She made it in 30 
hours and 27 minutes flying 
time. Not satisfied with this, 
she essayed the west - east 
flight, which she made in 25 
hours and 35 minutes. Both 
these were records, since no 
woman had ever attempted of- 
ficial traws-continental flights. 

And Aow Miss Ingalls felt that she 
was ready for the real test. What she 
wanted to do was to fly solo across 
the North Atlantic. As Lindbergh had 
done, she flew from Los Angeles to St. 
Louis, in the early summer of 1931. 
Arriving at Lambert Field, she wrote, 
in the pilots’ register, after destina- 
tion, “‘Le Bourget Field, Paris.’’ In 
New York she lost some of her Op- 
timism. There were numerous diffi- 
culties, with backers, with her plane. 
That summer was a long, painful trial 
to Miss Ingalls, with hope slowly fad- 
ing. With September the weather re- 
ports were persistently unfavorable 
and she was at last 
compelled to abandon 


the flight. 
Then in May of 
1932 Amelia Ear- 


hard flew the Atlan- 
tic alone. It :was a 
great achievement 
and deserved glory 
shone upon Miss Ear- 
hard’s curly bobbed 
head.

WICHITA, Kansas. 

ER eighty-sixth birthday 
found Mrs. Myra McHenry 
feeling a bit downcast; 
she feared she was begin- 
ning to get old. True, she 
could still do her own 
housekeeping, 
own clothes, scurry about on her er- 
rands tirelessly. She could still write 
stinging manifestos on public affairs 
and harangue a crowd with waspish 
stridency. She still had the figure of 
a girl and a burning zeal to expose 
the wickedness of mankind. But the 
dismal fact remained that she hadn't 
been arrested for 17 years. And the 
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make her — 


lady couldn’t help wondering if she 
had lost her punch. 

The next day brought a reassuring 
answer to that question. Mrs. Mc- 
Henry was cast into jail for contempt 
of court, scoring her forty-eighth ar- 
rest in a long career of protest against 
things as they are. 

This forty-eighth achievement in 
martyrdom came about through Mrs. 
McHenry's champion- 
ship of the cause of a 
young man named 
Henry Winters, who, 
she felt, was a victim 
of police persecution. 
Winters was up before 
Judge Leigh Clark, 
presiding in Division 
2 of the City Court of 
Wichita, for disturbing 
the peace. He was 
found guilty. Where- 
upon Mrs. McHenry 
stepped up to. the 
bench to have a little 
talk with the Judge. 

According to the 
magistrate, she ad- sent Mrs. 
dressed him about as 
follows: ““You old fool, 
you don’t know what 
you're doing.”” People in the court- 
room roused expectantliy; Myra Mc- 
Henry apparently was in form today. 

Judge Clark told her, he says, to 
keep still or he would have to declare 
her in contempt of court. 

Mrs. McHenry’s response was, he re 
lates: ““You're too big a coward to do 
it. I want to go to jail.” 

The Judge, who is 64 and feels he is 
rather too old to be scolded, acceptéd

the challenge. He fined his critic $20 
and told a deputy sheriff to put her 
in jail until she paid the fine. 

Mrs. McHenry’s version of the inci- 
dent is that she merely wanted to dis- 
cuss some of the testimony with the 
Judge; that he ordered her to shut 
up and get away from the bench, and 
then,’ of course, she had to let him 
know what she thought of him. 

Anyway, she refused to 
pay the fine and was 
lodged in the Sedgwick 
County Jail. The next 
afternoon she was re- 
leased. 

“I was quite comfort- 
able in jail,"’ Mrs. McHen- 
ry said shortly after her 
release. She added, with 
a grin: ‘“‘And it was real- 
ly rejuvenating to be 
locked up again.” 

It must have seemed 
like old times—like the 
early years of her mili- 
tant public career, when 
serving the Lord so fre- 
quently involved her get- 
ting thrown in the clink. 
In later years she has 
pursued the path of what 
she considers Christian service as mili- 
tantly as ever, has continued her vehe- 
ment attacks on persons and insti- 
tutions that fail to conform to her 
ideas of righteousness, has persisted 
in challenging constituted authority; 
but authority bas got out of the habit 
of doing anything about it, ap- 
parently feeling that its most ef- 
fective defense against her is not

Despite its primitive commu- 
nism, Khevsur remains independ- 
ent of Soviet authority. But at 
Barrasaco, after an arduous jour- 
ney on pack animals, the party 
found a large, new ‘‘district head- 
quarters,’’ with representatives of 
the mountain section of the Red 
Army, the Communist party and 
the Tiflis administration. Here 
one may find a man in the chain 
mail of the Crusaders: puzzling 
over the latest in laboratory equip- 
ment, for near the ‘“‘headquarters”’ 
are a school and a hospital. 

Only boys are allowed to attend 
the school. The Khevsurs feel that 
education would be wasted on the 
girls.

In 1872 she married James A. 
McHenry, a lawyer, as the cul- 
mination of an unusual romance. 
McHenry had seen her photograph 
at the home of one of her sisters 
in Kansas, had liked her looks 
and had written to her. They cor- 
responded eight months before 
they met. Dr. Warren opposed 
their marriage because McHenry 
was a Republican. Myra waived 
politics in that case, but she still 
thinks a member of the G. O. P. 
is going through life under a con- 
siderable handicap. 

In 1899 the McHenrys were liv- 
ing in Howard, Kansas. They had 
seven children. Money was not 
plentiful, and Mrs. McHenry 
helped out by taking roomers and 
sewing. She hadn't paid much at- 
tention to public affairs. 

A bootlegging case came up 
which attracted a good deal of lo- 
cal attention. There was some 
suspicion that the bootleggers got 
off lightly because of official lax- 
ness. Mrs. McHenry became in- 
terested, became convinced that 
certain officers were ‘‘in with the 
bootleggers,’’ became very indig- 
nant about it. She wrote letters 
to a newspaper about the situa- 
tion, and when the paper stopped 
printing them, started a paper of 
her own. It was a small paper, 
called the Searchlight; she wrote 
all its contents herself except for 
the ‘‘patent insides.’’ She devoted 
it to the exposure of official 
wrongdoing. ,

was a nephew, who was also a 
friend of her husband.

objected pretty vigorously to this, 
and finally his wife agreed that if 
her nephew was not re-elected she 
would cease denouncing him in 
her paper. But he was re-elected, 
and the morning ‘after the elec- 
tion results were known McHen- 
ry appeared in the doorway of the 
kitchen where his wife was work- 
ing, announced, ‘‘We part now,’’ 
and left the house. She sent one 
of the children after him to ask 
him to return, but the appeal was 
in vain,

Some years later he divorced her. 

Not long after the parting an in- 
sanity charge was brought against 
Mrs. McHenry. She fled from the 
town in the night, disguised in 
men’s clothing, and came to Wich- 
ita. Here she continued to con- 
ceal her identity for several weeks 
by wearing ‘‘tacky’’ dresses and a 
sunbonnet. One evening she at- 
tended a camp meeting and sat 
behind the sheriff, who had been 
looking for her. The insanity case 
was dismissed as have been two 
subsequent ones. 

Mrs. McHenry’s association with 
Carry Nation began soon after the 
latter started her career as a sBa- 
loon smasher. In 1904 they were

much together, the Wichita 
woman looking after some of her 
chief's business interests. She 


went on only one of Carry’s raids. 
That was an attack on the Mahan 
brothers’ wholesale liquor house 
in Wichita. Five women took part. 
Guards at the place resisted them. 
One man kept hitting at Mrs. Mc- 
Henry with a length of gas pipe 


and she kept dodging the blows. 
Finally he grabbed her and be- 
gan to shake her violently. She 
yelled: ‘“‘Help! I’m being shook 
to pieces!”” She managed to 
free herself by biting and scratch- 
ing. 

The women were arrested. While 
in jail they took sacrament, juice 
equeezed from grapes serving as 
wine. As she knelt in prayer at 
that time, Mrs. McHenry saw a 
vision—a cross of pink flowers 
with a light shining on it—and 
derived from the fact assurance 
that her work had divine ap- 
proval. Such visions frequently 
came to some of the saloon smash- 
ers of that day, but Mrs. McHenry 
says this was the only one she 
ever had. 

When the destruction of prop- 
erty case came up in court, Mrs. 
Nation, Mrs. McHenry and another 
woman were sentenced; Mrs. Mc- 
Henry got two months and a $250 
fine. But the judge suspended the 
sentences, telling the defendants 
to go and behave themselves. So 
Mrs. McHenry ‘walked happily out 
of court and tore a liquor adver- 
tisement off a billboard. 

Most of her arrests have been 
for disturbing the peace, blocking 
the sidewalk, speaking without a 
permit, and the like. In campaign- 
ing against liquor her favorite 
practice was to collect a crowd on 
a street corner and then tell her 
audience that a ‘“‘joint’’ was being 
operated at a certain address and 
name a few respected citizens 
among its patrons. 

Mrs. McHenry’s 
term, she says, was 19 days, 
served in Arkansas City. As she 
tells it, she went into a bootleg- 
ging joint, seized a bottle of beer, 
walked out and showed it to a 
policeman. He arrested her. As 
a result of a controversy over her 
bond, the police judge sent her to 
jail for contempt of court. She 
was put in a room above the cells 
and a furniture dealer sent her 
springs and mattress to make her 
comfortable. Mrs. McHenry is not 
one who endures restraint in si- 


longest jail 


lence. She sang and prayed, and 
at last the jail was left unlocked 
so that she might escape. But she 
refused to escape; insisted that 
if they wanted to be rid of her 
they would have to free her le- 
gally. 

A year or two ago Mrs. McHen- 
ry decided national prohibition 
was a failure and announced her 
consent to repeal. Discussing this 
the other day, she said she 
thought she was still for state pro- 
hibition but was rather concerned 
about it because of the influence 
of the W. C. T. U., for which she 
does not seem to entertain a high 
regard. 

Among the prominent Wich- 
itans whom Mrs. McHenry has 
verbally belabored for years are 
Henry ‘J. Allen, former Governor 
of Kansas, and M. W. Woods, head 
of the local welfare organization. 
A few weeks ago, when fellow cit-. 
izens were honoring Woods with 
a dinner and reception for 25 
years of service in his position, 
she observed the occasion by dis- 
tributing a leaflet giving a less 
complimentary opinion of Mr. 
Woods. 


RS. McHENRY says she 
Ys official Wichita fair- 

ly well cleaned up now, 
and is about to start in on the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

While not now affiliated with 
any religious denomination, Mrs. 
McHenry was baptised in the 
Christian Church and professes a 
lifelong devotion to religion. This, 
she says, has been the inspiration 
for the activities which have land- 
ed her 48 times in the hands of 
officers of the law. 

In explanation, Mrs. McHenry 
likes to cite this incident: ‘I was 
talking to a certain man one day 
when he said somhe other man had 
asked him, ‘Is\that old buzzard 
(meaning me) still after you?’ I 
said, ‘I’m glad I'm appreciated, for 
a buzzard’s business is to hunt 
up rotten carcasses, and that was 
what I was doing when I was 
after you;.’”’

State highway patrol—officially 
known as the Department of In- 
spection of the State Highway De- 
partment—an organization with 
state-wide police power. Since 
there would be no financial profit 
for him in the case, Foulston 
could devote to it only such time 
as he could spare from remunera- 
tive practice. The investigation 
proceeded slowly, became some- 
thing of a waiting game—waiting 
for a “‘break.”’ 

A few months ago the “break”’ 
came. A person who knew noth- 
ing of Foulston’s interest in the 
Paddock mystery consulted him on 
another matter. He learned that 
the person knew Boyer well. After 
days of persistent effort he ob- 
tained from this person a state- 
ment that Boyer when drunk had 
boasted of having slain Paddock 
and hidden his body in a pasture; 
that the informant had heard the 
boast. So great was the inform- 
ant’s fear of Boyer that the iden- 
tity of the person who gave the 
information has been kept secret. 

The informant’s story was 
checked up and investigators be- 
came convinced that it was sub- 
stantially true. Pastures near 
Eureka were again searched for 
the burial place of Paddock, but 
without success; the old well had 
been filled completely and ap- 
peared merely as a small mound 
of stones. 

A few weeks ago Foulston and 
Victor H. Anderson, inspector of 
the state highway patrol, who had 
been put in charge of the patrol’s 
work in the case, decided the time 
had come to act. On the same 
night squads from the. highway 
patrol arrested Boyer at Eureka 
and Goldie at Arkansas City. 

‘Goldie confessed first—after it 
had been proved to her that Boyer 
was in jail. She was taken to the 
city jail at Wichita, where Boyer 
was held, and allowed to see him.

Standing in darkness outside a

tered the lighted room she took 
one look at him and fainted. It 
was the most striking exhibition 
of fear, Anderson said, he had 
ever seen.

was unable to locate it. The next 
day, however, Boyer, confronted 
with information given by Goldie, 
confessed to Detective Joe Maness 
of the Wichita police. Then he led 
officers to the pasture and point- 
ed out the well, saying, ‘Well, 
there it is, boys.’’ He tried to take 
a large stone off the top of the 
heap and remarked, “They go in 
a damn sight easier than they 
come out.’’ The bones of Paddock 
were found nine feet below the 
surface. They were identified by 
bridge work in the skull. Two 
bullets also were found. The re- 
volver, of Spanish make, with 
which Boyer says Paddock was 
shot, also is in the hands of the 
authorities. 

Boyer was arraigned in Eureka 
the other day on a charge of mur- 
der and held under $35,000 bond. 
Goldie was being kept under sur- 
veillance as a witness. They part- 
ed more than a year and a half 
ago, after, Boyer says, he discov- 
ered she had not been divorced 
from a previous husband when 
she married him. He married 
again and left the second wife, he 
says, for the same reason. 

In her confession Goldie said: 
“He (Boyer) was insanely jealous 
of me. ...I was terribly afraid of 
him.”’ 

A few days after the recovery 
of the bones of Victor Paddock, 
funeral services were held in 
Wichita by the American Legion.

HE was the 20-year-old 
G rene Sadvary, a graduate 
of Braddock High. School 
in Braddock, Pa. Two years 
before, she had left home to 
make her fortune as a stenograph- 
er in the big city, had gained em- 
ployment with an insurance firm, 
had quit because the boss was too 
fresh and had become a waitress 
in a Broadway restaurant. There 
she met up with Eddie Wilson and 
started to go to his parties. She 
became his sweetheart and the 
two of them lived together as Mr. 
and Mrs. Bdward Courtney. Then 
one night Willie Sutton came to 
a party at the “Courtneys.’”’ It 
was love at first sight and Wilson 
gave Irene to Willie. According to 
her, they eloped to Bikton and 
were married in April, 1933, 
though the story was never veri- 
fied. At any rate, Sutton left his 
common-law wife and children in 
New York and set up housekeep- 
ing with Irene in Philadelphia. 
Eddie Wilson consoled himself 
as best he could with Nina Miran-

do, a blonde girl 27 years old. Joe 
Perlango, living down in Chatham 
street, with his wife and two chil- 
dren, was filled with resentment 
against Willie because he felt that 
he had not received the proper 
three-way split on the New York 
Corn Exchange job. Nevertheless, 
Perlango and Wilson both joined 
Sutton in the Quaker City and 
there they went back to the same 
Corn Exchange Bank where their 
efforts had previously been foiled. 
This time they not only captured 
the tear gas gun which had routed 
them, but also brought along gas 
masks as a precaution. 

No masks were employed; the 
three well-dressed and cat-footed 
thugs dropped through the sky- 
light trap-door which they had 
pried open and hid in the women’s 
washroom until the night watch- 
man, the same Madsen, made his 
last round. Then Sutton confront- 
ed him with a machine gun and 
forced him to listen to his com- 
mands, telling him that if he made 
a false move he would get a bul- 
let through his head since he, Sut- 
ton, had a long stretch coming to 
him and had no intention of being 
caught alive. 

As the bank staff arrived, Per- 
lango covered them with a pistol 
as Sutton directed the job with 
brazen commands and a sawed-off 
shotgun. Each man was bound 
hand and foot with piano wire. 


When the bank manager, Clarence 
B. Munshower, entered, he heard 
someone say, “Good morning, 
Baron,’’ but before he could reply, 
“Vas you there, Charlie?’ Eddie 
Wilson pointed a gun at him and 
ordered him to open the safe. 
Munshower explained that it was 
on a time-lock and could not be 
opened until 8:40 a. m. Everyone 
sat around chatting until the: ap- 
pointed minute when the ‘“‘Baron”’ 
complied with the bandits’ re- 
quest. He was then handcuffed so 
securely that a locksmith had to 
be called to free him. 


NDER Sutton’s supervision, 
| the bandits took $10,800 out 

of the vaults and shoveled 
it into paper market bags. Besides 
currency they took $400 in gold 
and $80 in nickels and quarters, 
but they overlooked $40,000. 

In the meantime Captain Pat- 
rick McVeigh and his squad of de- 
tectives were getting closer to 
Sutton. Through underworld con- 
nections they found a piece of au- 
tomobite registration card with 
Edward Wilson's name on it, Cap- 
tain McVeigh compared thia hand- 
writing with the signatures on 
28,000 registration cards -and 
found that Ken Morley of Yonkers 
was Eddie Wilson. News went out 
to all police to be on the lookout 
for Wilson’s automobile license. 

Sure enough, Edward Wilson 


and Nina Mirando came driving 
down Broadway and after them 
the police cars in a thrilling ban- 
dit chase, After 20 blocks the po- 
lice had Wilson cornered. Just as 
he was about to shoot, he got a 
bullet through the eyes and Nina 
got hit in the wrist. Severely 
wounded, Eddie Wilson thought 
he was dying. He and Nina gave 
clews implicating Perlango and po- 
lice soon nabbed Perlango in his 
hideout in Trenton. Perlango gave 
them Willie Sutton’s address, 
squealing for revenge because he 
had twiee been gypped of his 
swag, having received, according 
to him, only.$3600 from the New 
York bank haul and only $600 
from the Philadelphia spoils. 

Quickly six New York detec- 
tives swooped down on Philadel- 
phia and together with local po- 
lice lay in wait for the desperate 
bandit in his apartment. In the 
late afternoon he and Irene re- 
turned and began feverishly pack- 
ing their trunks. When Sutton 
was confronted with the guns of 
the detectives, Irene aprang In 
front of him to save him, Sutton 
put dowff’ his own .38 caliber pis- 
tol and the detectives immediately 
arrested him and took Irene along 
as a suspicious character. 

In Sutton’s trunks the police 
found $5100 in cash, a sawed-off 
shotgun, machine guns with fore- 
sights of American and hindsights 
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of German make and minus all 
serial numbers or identifying 
marks, ammunition, handcuffs, re- 
volvers, gas guns, police and let- 
ter-carrier uniforms. There were 
New York license tags with num- 
bers reversed for the front and 
back of the car; there were own- 
ers’ cards which they fixed to fit 
their own cars. 


HEN Irene was questioned, 
WV she told a story of rus- 


tic unsophistication, de- 
claring that she was an in- 
nocent high school girl whose 


name was really Jean Courtney. 
She protested that she had come 
to Philadelphia on a sight-seeing 
trip, had met Richard Courtney 
and married him under the iI- 
lusion that he was an honest busi- 
ness man. She insisted that she 
was really his wife. The court 
held her in $10,000 bail as an 
‘idle and disorderly person with- 
out visible means of support.”’ 
But when the detectives told 
Irene that Eddie Wilson was dead, 
she broke down and screamed 
hysterically: ‘‘I love Willie now. 
He ia my husband. But I want to 
see Hddie and square things. I 
left him without saying things.”’ 
Irene’s innocent pose melted away 
with her tears and she confessed 
that she had been around with 
Eddie and Willie although she in- 
sisted that she knew nothing of 
theireplans, except that she be- 
lieved that “a woman in a mink 
coat had squealed on the mob.” 


Magistrate Hamburg sentenced 
her to a year in the House of Cor- 
rection but reconsidered and freed 
her on probation with the pro- 
vision she leave town immediately. 

On the day he was caught, 
February 5, 1934, Sutton admit- 
ted the bank robbery. Three days 
later he was indicted on 11 
charges, including conspiracy, car- 
rying a gun and possession of.a 
machine gun. And now he is 
safely in jail. 


Captain McVeigh and the five 


detectives who tracked down the 
trio have won rewards in the 
form of higher pay and rank, for 
the Sutton conviction is regarded 
as one of the best pieces of detec- 
tive work in years, and the round- 
ing up of the trio is particularly 
laudable since they were consid- 
ered the most daring and suc- 
cessful gang in the East. How 
far they might have gone, °.o 
one knows; for William Sutton 
was working on detailed plans of 
many banks and was planning to 
send both Irene and Nina to col- 
lege in order to use them as 
“fronts” for future jobs and in 
order to send them out to get in- 
formation about the homes of 
wealthy persons. Today this dan- 
ger is removed, for Eddie Wilson, 
totally blind, has been sentenced 
to Sing Sing for 21 to 25 years, 
Joseph Perlango to the same jail 
for 10 to 20 years and William 
Sutton, according to Judge Mc- 
Devitt, will spend the rest of his 
natural life behind the bars.
